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Editorial 

We publish this issue on the eve of the Brighton Conference and our 
hope is that this number of The Library World will assist the objects 
of that meeting. Everything connected with the Conference appears 
to have been well thought out. It is an excellent thing that an attempt 
has been made to get readers of papers to write them early in order 
that they might be printed beforehand. Their authors will speak to 
the subje& of these papers and not read them. Only a highly-trained 
speaker can “ get over” a written paper—witness some of the fiascos 
we hear from the microphone, for which all papers that are broad- 
cast have to be written. But an indifferent reader, when he is really 
master of his subjeé&, can make likeable and intelligible remarks 
extemporarily about it. As we write somewhat before the Conference 
papers are out we do not know if the plan to preprint the papers has 
succeeded. We are sure that it ought to have done so. It is the only 
way in which adequate time for discussion can be secured. 

* * * * 

The results of the Library Association Council Eleéion have 
been awaited with much interest, as this eleétion is the first to have 
been fought under the new bye-laws. As was expected, the changes 
are greatest in the London area, which now covers a radius of thirty 
miles from Charing Cross (by a Machiavellian mancuvre of the 
drafter accepted unanimously), and so the greatest area of library 
activity, equal to about four hundred provincial cities at least, is to 
be content with six members to represent its overwhelming national, 
international, municipal and private library interests; with the 
result now that such men as Mr. Prideaux, whose services to the 
L.A. have been arduous and ungrudging for the last quarter of a 
century, Mr. Stewart, the most original of the present public librarians 
of London, Mr. B. M. Headicar and Major Palmer, who represented 
whole areas of interest represented by no one else, and Mr. J. E. 
Walker, are to serve no longer for the present. We regret the loss 
of these greatly, and hope that they will soon find seats again. We 
shall watch the working of the new Council with great interest. A 
smaller Council certainly was needed ; that in its first form it should 
disappoint somewhat is incidental, we suppose, to all such changes. 

* * * * 

The need of the Library Association is for more members. 
Between three hundred and fifty and four hundred individual members 
have been recruited, and four societies—including the A.A.L. with 
its 1,100 members—have become part of the L.A. during the year. 
This is progress ; but the field is by no means covered yet. Nor can 
it be by the central office alone; the Secretary, we are sorry to say, 
has so overworked himself in the campaign that he has been ordered 
to rest. If our readers determine that so far as in them lies they will 
persuade every library worker to join the Association, as well as 
every amateur who can be interested, they will do well not only to 
the cause generally but ultimately to themselves individually. 

* * * * 

Great pleasure is expressed everywhere at the knowledge that 
Mr. Jast will be the President of the Library Association at the 1931 
Annual Meeting. It is an extraordinary thing, and a tribute to the 
self-effacement of municipal librarians, who for the past thirty years 
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have been the majority of the Library Association and who have cer- 
tainly contributed much of the science to librarianship that it possesses, 
that no municipal librarian, while serving as such, has ever been 
president, except Francis Barrett ; although, to the satisfaction of all, 
other librarians have been so, very rarely. It is incredible that such 
a man as James Duff Brown was never invited to this office although 
every librarian living owes most of what he knows to him. We are 
the last to suggest that librarians of any kind should monopolise the 
office, in faé&, we should regard it as a calamity; but not to find 
every second president amongst them appears to be a belittlement of 
the profession which is merely foolish.

We do not remember seeing any adequate British reference to 
the fa& that on April sth last Herbert Putnam completed thirty years 
as Librarian of the Library of Congress: a period marked by 
service to the profession and to letters which all librarians acknow- 
ledge. We felicitate Dr. Putnam upon the occasion, which his 
American colleagues marked not only by many celebration meetings, 
but also by the publication of a handsome volume of Essays Offered 
to Herbert Putnam, in which over sixty essays appear under the editor- 
ship of William Warner Bishop and Andrew Keogh. We feel specially 
glad that one of the two aun is an Englis by bi Dr. 
Keogh, the new President of the A.L.A.—as we can make the fa& 
Stand symbolically for our British admiration of the achievements of 
Dr. Putnam.

The Library Journal for July p us for the fa& that the 
veteran librarian of Newark, John Cotton Dana, was gravely ill. 
Since then we have heard of his death which, on account of his energetic 
influence upon American library affairs, will be regretted by everyone 
in the library profession. Few characters in librarianship have been 
more fertile, ingenious, ative, irritable, restless, in short effective, 
than Dana. We know him bes by his Library Primer and his 
Modern American Library Economy. Few of us knew him personally, 
but through his books, addresses and letters we feel that he really 
belonged to the whole profession.

The recent advertisement of the post of librarian of the National 
Library of Wales, with its announcement that Mr. John Ballinger 
is to retire at the end of this year, gave a sense of shock to many of us 
who have come to believe that eminent librarian to be one of the 
invariable personalities of the profession. In his high post Mr. 
Ballinger has done great service not only for Wales but, through his 
Library Association work and through his Summer Schools of 
Librarianship, for the whole profession. Moreover, long before 
that, at Cardi, he proved to be a pioneer in many ways ; and the 
school libraries and the children’s halls there remain as witnesses of 
another part of his achievement, for the assessment of which, fortu- 
nately, the time has not yet come.

THEIR SCOPE AND SERVICE. 
By Epwarp Gren, Chief Librarian, Halifax Public Libraries. 


Tue words information bureau convey to many minds nothing more 
than a small office in a seaside resort concerned chiefly with making 
known the lodgings available, desirable building plots for sale, or 
conveying local information for the comfort and welfare of visitors. 
This, of course, is quite good so far as it goes, but a wider conception 
differs as much as a small proprietary circulating library, run for the 
recreation of patrons, differs from a library of larger dimensions 
equipped to meet the needs of seekers after knowledge in its widest 
manifestation. Information bureaux in this wider sense are usually 
attached to public libraries, and in varying degree they attempt to 
meet the needs of all enquirers. Some of them have information 
desks, and not a few have departments known as commercial and 
technical libraries, where specialized books, documents and other 
information, dispensed by competent personnel, do much to answer 
the queries of the business man. In more than one large city every- 
thing calculated to help the commercial man is provided: telegraph 
codes, trade directories, technical and other works of reference, 
trade magazines and reports, and perhaps most important of all, 
vertical files carrying clippings and documents of the latest informa- 
tion available. This appears to be an almost essential provision in 
any commercial centre, but perhaps an equally important field is that 
concerned with social and intellectual advance. The value of bringing 
to the immediate notice of students of social science and industry 
the fullest and latest information is also being recognised in other 
dire&tions. Some few years ago the Association of Special Libraries 
and Information Bureaux was inaugurated and it is doing much 
useful work. One concrete example of its effort is the publication of 
what is known as A.S.L.1.B. Direé&tory, a volume possessed by most 
town libraries, and which tells at a glance where the literature of any 
subje& or industry is to be found. This is of undoubted value to the 
research student, the inventor, the industrialist and others, opening 
— fully, as it does, all that is available in any line of endeavour. 

e ey of this very live association includes teachers in 
scientific research and industry and those who are interested in making 
better known and accessible that accumulated knowledge which is in 
danger of being overlooked, or which might not otherwise be found 
so readily. There is also a quickening in other directions. Since the 
Central Library for Students was opened the library resources of the 
country are more freely available ; and other forms of co-operative 
library effort have also come into existence. Isolated Students and 
enquirers now have access to many expensive and specialized works 
not stocked by local libraries, and this provision promises even greater 
things in the near future. Exaétly what this co-operative service 
means may be realised when it is Stated that quite a number of Halifax 
Students have been able to obtain through the local library system, 
above and beyond the by no means inconsiderable resources of that 
system, many indispensable works.

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One funétion of the local information bureau, unable to meet 
an out-of-the-way enquiry, is to transmit the same to one of the 
organization named which may be in a position to more suitably 
deal with it. It is therefore pretty evident that the value of an efficient 
bureau is considerable and far-reaching. Such a department funGtions 
as an index of information, used by visitors and residents alike, and 
it need not be in competition with existing agencies, but rather intro- 
duétory and supplementary. In its local manifestations it may refer 
some querists dire& to such bodies as the Chamber of Commerce, 
the Chamber of Trade, the Council of Social Welfare, the Textile 
Society, the Scientific Society or other specialized agency better, or 
more fully, able to supply the information sought. On the other 
hand, it is extremely likely that some or all of these bodies, at one time 
or another, could usefully seek the aid of the Bureau. The chief 
need of such a service is that it be efficiently equipped, intelligently 
handled and made widely known.

Public Libraries 


BRIGHTON PUBLIC LIBRARY, MUSEUMS AND 
FINE ART GALLERIES. 


THE institution is what is usually termed a three-fold one, consisting 
of the Library, Museums and Art Galleries. The Lrsrary is not 
under the Public Libraries A&, but is under a special local a& (Pavilion 
A&, 1850). The Central Library contains 135,000 volumes: 74,000 
in the Reference, 58,000 in the Lending, and 3,000 in the Children’s 
Library. The Annual Issue for 1928 was Lending Library, 299,173 ; 
Reference Library, 257,480; Children’s Library, 40,410; total, 
$97,063, or an average of 2,017 per day. The Newsroom contains 
227 newspapers and periodicals, the Reference Library 322 periodi- 
cals, and the Children’s Library 18 a and periodicals, making 
a total of 567 newspapers and periodicals available in these three 
departments. The Library has its own Bindery. The Lending Library 
is an Open Access one and the books are arranged according to the 
Dewey Classification. The Reference Library contains a very fine 
colle&tion of local books and several special collections, includi 
the Bloomfield Colle&tion of over 13,000 volumes; the Lewis - 
le&tion of Foreign Books; works on Shakespeare; Classical works; 
Oriental collections; and 33 of Incunabula (books printed 
before 1500). The Incunabula and other interesting special works 
seleGted from the Reference Library will be on view during the 
Conference week in cases running down the centre of the Permanent 
Art Gallery. A splendid seleé&tion of works dealing with various 
many of art is also contained in the Reference Library, as well as a 
ge number of unframed prints—local and general; 1,000 nega-

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tives and over 3,550 lantern slides. These are available for issue to 
the public under certain conditions. The Sussex Record and Photo- 
graphic Survey Society’s collections of prints, etc., are also housed 
in the Reference Library. These consist of 2,584 prints, 1,500 nega- 
tives and 663 lantern slides. In addition the following societies have 
their libraries housed in the institution: Brighton and Hove Natural 
History Society, 2,600 volumes ; Brighton and Hove Archeological 
Club, 750 volumes; Teachers’ Reference Library, 500 volumes. 
Since the enlargement of the Borough on April 1$t, 1928, three new 
depots have been eStablished, namely, at Patcham, Moulsecoomb 
and Rottingdean. The County Library previously supplied books 
to the readers at Patcham, and they are kindly carrying on until such 
time as a branch library can be established at Patcham. The Brighton 
Corporation pay the County Library Committee for the necessary 
services. At Moulsecoomb, the Brighton Education Committee 
have kindly provided accommodation in the new school hall at 
Moulsecoomb, and 1,200 volumes are available for issue there. A 
similar facility has been provided by the Education Committee in 
connection with Rottingdean, and 1,000 books are available for that 
depot. The days of opening of Moulsecoomb and Rottingdean are :-— 
Moulsecoomb, Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday; and Rottingdean, 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday, from 6 to 8 each evening. The 
books will be changed at frequent intervals. 

Musreums.—The Museum is general in charaéer. It contains 
a very good archxological colleion, particularly flint implements, 
which are abundant on the Downs around Brighton. There are also 
fine Ethnographical and Geographical collections. The famous 
Willett Colle&tion of Historic Pottery is also on view. A popular 
feature of the Museum is the Wild Flower Exhibition. The public 
are invited to colle& and bring wild flowers for exhibition and identifi- 
cation. These are exhibited on a stand in the Archzological Room on 
the ground floor. Adjoining the Wild Flower Exhibition is the 
Herbarium, consisting of the famous Roper and Hilton collections 
of dried plants. 

Boorn Museum.—In addition, there is the wonderful Booth 
collection of British Birds in the Museum in the Dyke Road. This 
contains 447 cases of British Birds all set up to represent them in 
their natural surroundings. The collection is unique, and is probably 
the finest of its kind in the world. 

Tue Art Gattery.—The permanent collection is housed in 
the main gallery, a large and commodious room on the ground floor, 
while two of the exhibition galleries on the first floor are utilised for 
exhibitions from time to time, and generally about four exhibitions are 
held during the year. Some of these are of considerable importance, 
and a large number of exhibitions of the modern art of many European 
countries such as Sweden, Spain, Norway, Czechoslovakia, France, 
Holland, Italy, Belgium, etc., have been held. The other room 
contains the Simpkins colle@ion by artists mostly of the Mid-Viéorian 

iod, such as Sir L. Alma Tadema, R.A., Sir Luke Fildes, R.A., 

. C. Hook, R.A., Thomas Faed, R.A., etc., etc. There is also on 
view a very fine collection of some 322 Baxter prints presented by 
Alderman Holman of Lewes. Some of the more recent of the Fine

Arts Committee’s purchases are to be seen in the Permanent Gallery 
and in the North Corridor. Those in the North Corridor consist 
mostly of water-colours and black and white. Some of the other 
paintings, etc., are hung in the Committee Room, Children’s Library, 
News Room, Staircases, etc. Owing to lack of space it is impossible 
to show all the works of art at one time. In consequence many impor- 


tant works have to be stored and only exhibited at intervals. In this 
latter category are the collections of mezzotints, Japanese prints and 
many local prints, etc. Pictures are also lent out from the Gallery to 
various institutions, in the town. A _ large colleétion of local 
prints, which recently has been considerahly augmented, is also hung 
in some of the first floor rooms in the Royal Pavilion.

From September to April each year popular lectures take place 
in the Permanent Art Gallery, fortnightly or oftener, and invariably 
attract large crowds. The Brighton and Hove Natural History Society 
and the Brighton and Hove Archxological Club also hold their meet- 
ings and le¢tures in the building, and school visits are a regular feature 
of the institution. —W.L. 


[We reprint for the purpose of comparison an extract from the interesting 
article written by Mr. Henry D. Roberts at the time of the 31st Annual 
Meeting of the Library Association, Brighton, August, 1908.] 


BriGHTON Pusiic LisrAary—A RETROSPECT. 


On September 12th, 1873, the new Free Public Library, Museum 
and Piéture Gallery was opened to the public. It consisted of those 
rooms now numbered 1-8 and 10-13, together with the permanent 
Art Gallery and the present direétor’s office. There was no lending 
library, but the Willet Rooms (Nos. 5 and 6) were used as a reference 
library. In 1876-77 a valuable donation of nearly 400 volumes was 
received from the well-known Shakespearian scholar, the late Mr. 
Halliwell-Phillipps, who at that time lived at Hollingbury Copse, close 
to Brighton. In 1878 the question of a lending library was first 
broached and a report presented to the Council. The only room 
then available was the present Ethnographical Room, then much 
smaller than it is at the present moment, and in use as a chess room. 
Nothing could be done until a special room was provided for the 
chess players at the Pavilion; and it was the 16th Oétober, 1889, 
before the Victoria Lending Library was opened by Alderman Sendiall, 
the then Mayor. The title was chosen to celebrate the jubilee of her 
late Majesty Queen Vitoria. Mr. Frederick Madden was appointed 
librarian, being the first person to hold the office apart from that of 
Museum curator. To provide books for this department a public 
subscription list was opened and a sum of £2,000 obtained, the hand- 
some donation of {1,000 being given by Mr. Daniel Hack, ].P. Many 
of the books in the reference department were transferred to the 
lending section, which at the opening ceremony contained 17,545 
volumes, leaving 12,231 in the reference department. 

The new department was a great success, no fewer than 103,432 
books being issued in the first year. Immediately it was found to be 
too small, and the annual reports of the Library Committee for the 
following years contained complaints on this score. 


In 1894 the need for increased accommodation became more 
urgent, and the Library Committee approached the Council in the 
matter. As a result a report was prepared by the surveyor, who 
estimated the cost of the necessary alterations and additions at £22,800. 
After much discussion and many delays it was ultimately agreed, in 
1899, to ask certain firms to tender for the work, but in consequence 
of the tenders being so much in excess of the estimated cost the matter 
was again deferred. Tenders were once more asked for, in 1900, 
and finally that submitted by Messrs. J. Longley and Co., of Brighton, 
for £37,680, was accepted. The actual cost of the new portion and 
the rearrangement of the old part of the building was, however, 
nearly £50,000.

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In May, 1902, Mr. John Minto was appointed librarian, and 
the present magnificent range of buildings (except the reference 
library, which was not opened until the following February) was 
opened to the public by Alderman Stafford, Mayor, on November 
sth, 1902. During the first year of the reorganised lending library 
272,000 books were issued, an increase of over 174,000 on the previous 
year’s figures. 

Until 1902 there was no public newsroom in the town, but, at 
any rate from the point of view of numbers, the addition of the 
magazine and newsroom has been a great success. 

One word as to our method of administration in the Library. 
The lending library, the stock of which is about 35,000, is open from 
10 a.m. to 9 p.m. every week-day, except Wednesday, when it closes 
at 1 p.m. Card charging is used for the whole of the records. Fiétion 
is issued by means of an adapted Cotgreave indicator, the numbers of. 
the books out being obscured. The other part of the library is open 
access. The books are all closely classified on the shelves, which 
contain a large number of guides. The reference library contains about 
33,000 books. Here, however, with the exception of about 1,000 
quick reference books, the works have to be applied for over the 
counter. It is found to be practically impossible to make the reference 
library an open access one, the accommodation not being sufficient. 
The quick reference shelves are extremely popular and are used by 
about 300 people per day. The reference library is open every week- 
day from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m. The news-room and magazine-room 
are open every week-day from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. We have our own 
bindery, which we consider is an unqualified success, the whole of the 
work of the institution being done in it. It is interesting to note that 
as far back as 1875 a library bindery was provided, but did not remain 
in existence for very long. 

HOVE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

The Library Aéts were adopted in Hove in April, 1891. The 
Library building in Church Road, Hove, was erected in 1908 at a 
cost of £13,000, including furniture and fittings, toward which sum 
Dr. Andrew Carnegie contributed £10,000. The architects of the 
building, which is in the English Renaissance style, were Messrs. 
Percy Robinson, F.R.1.B.A., and W. Alban Jones, of Leeds. 

The Library is classified on the Dewey Decimal System, with 

n Access in all departments. The semi-circular shape of the 
Lending Library (with radiating shelves) is worthy of note. It will 
be observed that valuable shelf space has been lost owing to the 
excessive size of the staff enclosure. This enclosure, however, over- 
looks the whole of the ground floor, and is economical in staffing. 
The spread of fiction on the outer shelves over the widest area possible 
is advantageous in working, and the natural lighting of the room is 
admirable. 

The Children’s Library is in a well-lighted semi-basement with 
separate entrance, and is much too small for its present use. It was 
— when Children’s Libraries were to most librarians but a pious

The Librarian’s office, on a mezzanine floor, overlooks the 
Lending Library on one side and the Magazine Room on the other. 
A basement book store contains accommodation for about 20,000 
volumes. 

The Reference Library occupies the whole of the first floor, 
and here again central oversight is a distinguishing feature. A Read- 
ing Hall, dome lighted, contains the Local Colleétion, and gives access 
to the Reference Room proper and the Henriques Library—the latter 
is a special collection of Fine Arts, Hebraic Literature and Belles 
Lettres, and the room it occupies is used as a Students’ room. The 
Lady Wolseley Library on this floor is a room built at the cost of the 
Viscountess Wolseley, who proposes, eventually, to endow it as a 
library of Agriculture and Horticulture. There is reason to expect 
that in years to come this department will become an outlier of the 
Central Library for Students. The room is decorated with mural 
paintings, designed by Miss Mary Campion, representing medixval 
gardens and the occupations and sports of medieval times. Until 
the ultimate objeét of the room is accomplished it is being used for 
exhibitions of local deeds, drawings and other records of the past. 
Largely through the instrumentality of Lady Wolseley, the Hove 
Library has been designated by the Master of the Rolls as one of the 
two Sussex depositories for Manorial documents. 

In New Church Road, two minutes’ walk west of the Public 
Library, there is a Museum devoted to Local History and Fine Arts. 
The Museum has been open only two years, but sufficient progress 
has been made to indicate its future scope and charaéter.—J.W.L. 


WORTHING LIBRARY, MUSEUM AND ART GALLERY. 


The present library, museum and art gallery was opened on 
December 14th, 1908, by Sir Henry Aubrey Fletcher, M.P. 

Prior to that date, the town had been without a museum or art 
gallery, although the Public Libraries A& had been adopted as early 
as 1893, and until 1908 the Library had been housed in a succession 
of temporary homes. 

The present handsome Georgian building was built as the result 
of an appeal made by the Librarian to Dr. Andrew Carnegie in 1902, 
who generously responded with an offer of £5,000 for the purpose 
of ereéting new and more suitable library premises for the town. 

After his offer was accepted, and while plans were being prepared, 
the Council received a further offer through a firm of local solicitors 
—on behalf of a client who wished to remain anonymous—to provide 
for the cost of erecting an art gallery and museum, to be ereéted 
simultaneously with the new library. This offer was promptly 
accepted by the Council, and after his death in O&ober, 1912, it was 
made known that the generous anonymous donor was Alderman 
Alfred Cortis, first mayor of Worthing. 

Both Dr. Carnegie and Alderman Cortis augmented their original 
grants by some hundreds of pounds, and so defrayed the entire cost 
of the ereétion of the joint building, and thus the townsfolk became 
the possessors of a handsome block of buildings which has added 
considerably to the attraction and value of their town without any 
cost for their erection coming from the public purse. 


THE Liprary

The story of the library and museum during the last 20 years 
has been one of steady growth and increase. From a total stock of 
books in 1908 of 11,631 the library has now increased to one of 
29,542, which includes the important and valuable Sussex collection, 
one of its greatest attractions. 

Museum.—In the spring of 1900 the town became possessed, 
through the will of the late Mr. J. Pilbrow, of a collection of Roman 
remains, fossils, and other objects. These specimens and a small 
natural history colleétion formed the nucleus of the museum. When 
the new building was opened in 1908 the chief difficulty experienced 
was to spread the exhibits out so as to fill as much space as possible ; 
to-day the difficulty is to find accommodation for a colleétion which 
by gift and purchase has gown beyond recognition from the small 
one which filled the cases in 1908. 

The museum now possesses one of the finest collections of pre- 
historic and Saxon antiquities in the country, exceptionally fine col- 
lections of British birds mounted so as to show their native habitat, 
and of European butterflies ; also of Sussex ‘‘ bygones ” of domestic 
and other interest showing the past life of the county. 

When the Art Gallery was first opened the town possessed only 
two or three pictures. From this small beginning has grown the 
present permanent collection which now numbers nearly ninety 
paintings, drawings, etchings, prints and engravings, and includes 
examples of the work of importance as Frank Brangwyn, R.A., Vicat 
Cole, Oliver Hall, R.A., Bertram Nicholls, F. Mura, W. Russell, 
Sir E. Waterlow, José Weiss and Tatton Winter. 
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During these twenty years the library, museum and art gallery— 
which for some years now has been one department—has deservedly 
earned for itself, by the excellence of its work and the way in which 
it has met the increasing claims made upon it, a recognised and assured 
position among the smaller provincial libraries and museums of the 
country.

The 
library itself is beautifully housed; and with the Art Gallery and 
Museum forms an example of “ the threefold cord” (I think Mr. 
Roberts himself called the single administration of these three institu- 
tions that) which some people vastly admire.

THe Wronc Way Rounp. 

I read in the Annual Report of Stockport as follows: “ To 
encourage the staff to obtain the certificates of the Library Association 
the Libraries Committee has agreed, and the Borough Council 
approved, of a grant to those successful in the examinations of increased 
emoluments as follows: For sections one and two, £5 per annum ; 
for three and four, {7 10s.; and for five and six, {10.” This may 
mean that assistants who get two certificates get £5, four {7 10s., 
and so on; but if it means that seétions five and six are worth twice 
as much as one and two, it seems to be a misjudgment of the values 
of the certificates. As at present issued, number six is worth about 
one-fourth of numbers two and three, a half of number five, and 
five itself is worth about one-third of number two. Number one is 
worth nothing, or everything, as it belongs to general education, and 
an assistant can never learn enough of the subjeé it covers. These, 
of course, are not official valuations, but those every librarian who 
knows keeps in his mind. Anyway, one is grateful for any recognition 
of L.A. certificates, but the very nature of the terms in which Stockport 
does it shows how far the average library authority is from recognizing 
the diploma as equal, say, tothe diplomas of the Municipal Treasurers— 
which are much easier than ours. 

The L.A. education scheme, I hear, is under revision. I hope 
those who hold the Diploma will do the revising. We have had 
enough of tinkerings by librarians who have not themselves passed 
the examinations. At present they have

that a candidate may take the exams. in any order he pleases ; ae 
sumably on the score of leaving the liberty of the subje& untouched. 
Thus we have the spectacle of youths in their teens qualified in “ library 
organization,” forsooth, by these certificates—youths who have never

If Kallikrates will reread the passage he will see that the opinions 
he controverts are not expressed as the writer’s, but are a mere sum- 
mary, without assent, dissent or comment, of Mr. Talbot Smith’s. 
In any case it does not seem necessary to suppose that the only 
alternative (should one be desired) to municipal control is control by 
the Board of Education. There is the American system of appointed 
Trustees, and one could conceive of Provincial Boards, composed of 
delegates of urban and county authorities. But none of this, nor 
even a wish for freer co-option, was expressed in the paragraph under 
notice.

I did not intend to accuse Mr. Esdaile of “ ignorance of public 
libraries,” but of not being “ level with the opinions of public librarians ” 
—a different thing. 

I have re-read the controverted passage, and I maintain that.

view, | which the Editor of The Library Association Record is obviously 
entitled. 

Mr. Esdaile is surely aware that co-option to any extent is per- 
missible, and exists very largely in all successful towns; in some to 
the extent of one-half, in most to one-third, of the library committee. 

The whole argument turned on the satisfaGtion expressed by Mr. 
Talbot Smith with the Government-appointed, and Government- 
controlled, Board at Adelaide. I showed clearly that under such 
control as compared with municipal control—poor as the latter ma 
be—the Public Library was Starved. Mr. Esdaile’s hemmabees, 
desirable or otherwise, were not in question.
